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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. On 
pages 8 and 10-11, the Applicant argues limitations that are not given patentable weight as noted in Final Office Action dated 05/30/07. 
As noted before in the Office Action, the limitations "for reflecting a shape modified in a three-dimensional part model on a two- 
dimensional projection generated from an assembly model in a three-dimensional CAD system" is both intended use and within the 
preamble of the claim. As noted before in the Office Action, the limitation "so as to decide projecting...." is intended use and is not given 
patentable weight. 

The Applicant is also arguing limitations at best stated in the Specification but not recited in the claims. A case in point, on page 9 of the 
Arguments, the Applicant argues that Unigraphics must update a part and reload the part in order to reflect a shape modified in a three- 
dimensional part model on a two-dimensional projection but it is not necessary for the claimed invention to do so. However, the Applicant 
has not claimed the invention as such, the unnecessary step of update and reloading is inot claimed as a limitation. Unigraphics still fully 
anticipates claim 1 . Additionally, Unigraphics fully anticipates claim 1 given the broadest reasonable interpretation while the Applicant is 
arguing the claim limitations given a much narrower interpretation. Given the broadest reasonable interpretation, maintaining a 
relationship of geometric connections among the two-dimensional elements of a part for performing editing groups the plurality of 
elements together regardless of how permanent that grouping is. The elements are grouped together regardless of their intended use be 
it for editing or overall display and projection. 

Finally, the proposed amendments does raise the issue of change and scope and would require further search and consideration. 
Amended limitations changing scope include "three-dimensional" part model and "as part information, attributes of each part". The 
proposed amendment is not entered. 
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
